This view of the situation, however, 
opens up a new field for discussion which 
may have been suggested by previous 
references to the peculiar position oc- . 
cupied by Mr Gibbons From the first 
intimation of the new lKegistrar’s ap- 
peintment, it was known that he had 
accepted. the position npon special con- 
ditions—a certain fixed salaty, an 
absence of pension, and a term of sever 
fem cho the leading features. We 
have already noticed the special memor- 
andum of duties furnished to this officer 
by the Secretary of State, and have el- 
luded to the specific rounds that existed 
for the icregeli or musual nature of this 
appointment. ‘The question may there- 
fore arise whether the notions enter- 
tained hy the Colénial Office and the 
views held by the local authorities, as to 
the contract made by the Secretary of 
State with Mr Gibbons, do not differ upon 
material points. It is very evident that 
the Chief Justice hastaken upa position, 
as regurds the new Registrar, which has 
all the appearance of being antagonistic 
to that assuuted by the Secretary of State 
upon Mr Gibbons’ appointment; and we 
say that there is a possibility that the 
same unsatisfactory difference of opinion 
may exist as to the nature of the con- 
tract itself. From a public point of 
view—which ia the stande-point from 
which we are bound to look at the situ- 
ation—it is sufficiently clear that the 
interdiction of the Registrar tends to 
nullify the good affect which the Se- 
cretary of State intended should follow 
the appoinunent ofa barrister conversant 
with bankruptcy and other business, 
Such a result is to be regretted, apart 
from any other considerations of dis- 
cipline and conventional decorum which 
tho Registrar’s public utterances: may 
have imported into the dispute. While 
we do not seok to ignore the necessity of 
insintaining intact the strict and decorous 
observance of Service rules, it is our 
duty to point out where the punishment 
of alleged infringements of such rules may 
destroy the vgry spirit of these regula- 
tions, and scsitly overturn a well- 
considered and much-needed reform 
which hails from the Secretary of Stato 
himseli. ‘fhe delicate nature of the re- 
lations that rightly: exist between the 
Executive and the Head of the Judici- 
ary is sufficipatly well known ; and the 
hesitation invariably shown on the patt 
of the Executive to iaterfere with tho 
Bench need not therefore be greatly 
wondered at. But our object in thus 
drawing attention to the Home view of 
the latest development of this unfortunate 
business, as well a4 to the results that 
may follow the suspension of an officer 
deputed nnd sent out to carry ont o 
certuin line of action, is to indicate the. 
grave responsibility that may ultimately 
rest upon thosp whose duty it is, irre- 
spective of consequences, to see that the 
Law is observed and a more satisfactory 
procedure as to the bankruptcy and 
other business of the Supreme Court is 
iidopted .and carried out. It may be 
that some misconceptions have arisen 
through the spectal natyre of the cirs 
cumstances pf this Home appointment, 
However that may bo, it appears to us 


that the new Registrar has striven to do 
his duty ; and if in so doing ho has been 
guilty ot technical mistakes sufficient to 
justily his interdiction, all the conditions 
attendant thereon must be fairly and 
impartially considered before the public 
are deprived of the services of a most 
valuable officer of the-Court:~’ We van- 
not’help thinking that the final decision 
upon this case, to be arrived at by the 
Yar) of Kimberley, will be based upon 
the broad considerations of public dus- 
tice, and will be carefully weighed 
with special reference to the need of ree 
form in the Supreme Court, rather-than 
upon the smaller considerations of the 
time and manner of certain public ex- 
pressions of opinion by the parties con- . 
cerned.

KNIGHTHOOD IN GREAT 
BRITAIN. 

2,851, the value of 
knighthood is greatly overrated uploss 
it is knowo when and for what the 
honor (1) was conferred. Originally, it 
was an enforced military organization 
connected with the feudal system, and 
knights were wade by the feudal lords 
ag well as by Royalty. When it became 
a prerogative of the Crown, it Hoon 
deteriorated into a system of blackmail 
upon land-owsers, and a custom was 
established, generally at coronations,

occasionally upon other national feati- | 


vals, of requiring every man who was 
twenty-one yeara of age, having rewl 
estate of an annual rental valne of £40, 
to accopt knighthood, or bo fined for 4 
refusal, The cosa attached to the ac: 
ceptance of the position were about £180, 
of which £50 were expenses to bo paid 
in the Heralds’ College. 

Tho fines for refusal varied from £10 
to £100, This custom was freoly en- 
forced up to and including the coronation 
of Queen Elizabeth, but sho was sparing 
of‘ honors, and did not uso this mothod 
to obtain money—she merely allowed a 
man to write “gentleman” against his 
name upon paying £1 poll-tax—and 
compulsory kuighthoud was supposed to 
be a thing of the past. 

After her death thore wore nut JUU 
knighta in England, aud during ber 
reign the hangora-on at Court used to 
court influence to try to buy for friends 
the honors of knighthood. Wheu James 
L, came to the throne the eagerness with 
which they were accopted and emolu- 
mente gratefully paid, was surprising. 
He created 400 kuights in » single day, 
and records exist of over 2,300 made 
during his reign, Tho massos wero dis- 
gusted with the manners of this crop of 
“your worships” and ‘my Indies”— 
who would rank with our ‘ sboddyites” 
and “potroleum magnates "—aud “ curo- 
nation knights” as they were styled, 
gave rise to satirical ballads, of which 
the following is a sample :— 

After addressing all farmers, varters, 
plowmen and hedgera to

Honor invites you to delighta, 
Come to the Court and all be made knights!

‘When Charles I, came to tho throne 
ho issued the usual proclamation requir- 
ing all having £40 income from land to 
be made knights; but people were too 
di: to take the honor, and ‘two 
years afterward he determined to raise 
£250,000 fines from those who refused ; 
the persistency with which ho followed 
up this scheme earned for him the hatred 
of bis le, and Parliament under 
Pym's:Jead in 1641, forbade tho further 
usage of this avcient custom. In 1630, 
when Charles began to press the scheme, 
the ballad above given was revived with 
p heading suitable to the now period.

GLASS-MAKING IN CHINA 
. (Pottery Gazette.) 

Yarivus assertions bave been made as 
to the autiquity of glass-mukiog in 
China. If the conjecture, that when 
Pliny mentions Indian glass as the best 
in the world the product in question 
was in reality Chinese, be well founded, 
the fabrication of glass in China began 
ata ve remote period. There is no 
improbability that such was the case, 
because there was some intercourse both 
Dy land aud by sea between China and 
its western neighbours, although it may 
not have been very active, and some 
knowledge of the art may have found 
its way thither; or it may even have 
been independently discovered by that 
ingenious people, who in so many arts 
have shown great power of invention. 
Their pattery would seem to have been 
glozed from a very early period, and 
they have long practised the art of 
enemelling on metal; both these are 
arts near akin to that of glass-making. 
An argument in favour ‘of its having 
been really of indigenous invention may 
hederived from he culiarity of the 
objects produced, which, -uptil” very
